N Monday Night late, arriv’d 2 Mails 

6 ‘ from Holland. That we may not give 

‘a confus’d Account of them, we muft 

* take the moft important Advices in Or- 

‘Jer of Time: We begin therefore with the Authen- 

‘ tick Journal tranfmitted to Vienna from the Imperial 

‘Camp in Italy, reaching from the 2sth of Auguft, 

‘(when that regular Diary of Prince Eugene’s Motions 

‘broke off in the Courant of September 18,) to the 
s¢th of September. 

The 26th of Auguft the Army continu’d their March 
to Caftallazzo di Bormia, and the Body of Troops un- 
jer Generl Kriechbaum encamip’d near Mafi. We had 
Intelligence that fome of the Enemy's Troops were 
aniv'd in Piemont. The 27th wehalted, but the Prince 
of Anhalt had Order to march in the Night with the 
Troops of Pruffia and che Brigade of Zumjungen, and 
encamp near Corticelfi, which he did. The 28th the 
Army encamped at Mafi en the Tanaro, and the Body 
under General Kriechbaum advanced towards Ifola, 
whence he enter’d into Piemont, having pafs’d the 
Tanaro over the Bridge of Barks which his Royal 
Highnefs had caus’d to be laid 3 Miles above Afti. We 
had advice, that the Duke of Orleans had decamp’d 
from Merana 2 Leagues from Cazal, and that moft of 
his Troops were arriv’d in Piemont. 

The 29th the Army purfu’d their March to Ifola, 
where they pafs’d the Tanaro over the fame Bridge. 
The Body under General Kriechbaum march’d to Villa- 
Franea, and that under the Prince of Anhalt to Baldi- 
Chieri, Prince Eugene gave out his Orders in Writing 
for the March of the Army, and for fending to Alba 
the Waggons, the heavy Baggage, the Sick, &c, retain- 
ing only the Troops that were in a Condition to fight, 
and injoyning them to keep good Order and exact Dif- 
cipline: Which done he went and joyn’d “his Royal 
Highnefs, who was advanc’d above Carmagnole neara 
Meadow, in which was the Interview, and then their 
Highnefles went to la Motta where was his Royal 
Highnefs’s Head-Quarter. Prince Eugene having com-’ 
municated tohim the Orders he had given out, it was 
judg’d proper to alter the March of the Army, and to 
take the Route of Villa-Stellon for the Convenience of 
etting Water, and the Baron de Charee was difpatch’d 
or that purpofe. We had Intelligence from Turin, that 
the Enemy had attack’d a Half-Moon, and the 2d Coun- 
terfcarp of the Citadel, and that after having been re- 
= Twice, they pofted themfelves there the Third 

ime; but that Count Daun caufing a vigorous Salley 
to be made, drove them out agen with great Lofs. 
The 30th the Baron de Charee return’d with an Ac- 
eount, thac the Prince of Anhalt was arriv’d in the 
Camp near Villa-Stellon, and that all the other Troops 
were in full March thither. They all arriv’d there the 
jift, and that Day their Highneffes view'd that new 
Camp, in which they made fome Alteration, and then 
return’d to la Motta. We had Advice that the Enemy’s 
Troops were all arriv’d in the Camp before Turin. 

The 1ft of September his Royal Highnefs decamp’d 
from la Motta with his Body of Horfe , and joyn’d our 


Army. He had the Satisfa&tion to find it in a very 


geod Condition, and ’tis wonderful our Men and Horfes 

fhould keep fo well in fo long and tirefome a March.We 

made a triple Difcharge of Artillery, in Thankfgiving 

tor fo happy a Junétion. His Royal Highnefs gave Or- 

ders for 2 Bridges of Barks to be made on the Po, and 

feveral other Difpofitions were made. We had Advice 
that the Enemy having given a new Affault on Turin, ’ 
had been repuls'd. 

The 2d a Detachment that was fent out the Day be- 
fore having taken Poft at Chieri, their Highneffes ac- 
companied by feveral Generals went above that Place, 
upon the adjacent Hills, to take a full View of the 
Siege of Turin and the Enemy’s Intrenchments. To- 
wards Evening they return’d to the Camp, as did alfo 
the Detachment. The Enemy work'd to intrench 
themfelves on the Hills above Moncallier, and fent 

roops towards Cavoretto where was their Bridge. It 
Was reported among us, that they loft 2000 Men in 
their laft Affaule, and that a Mine blew up their Bat- 
tery with fome Companies of Grenadiers. prneney 

The 3d we continued inthe Camp of Villa-Stellon, 


_ inorder to provide the ‘rmy with Bread, and to regu- 


late other Difpofitions. The 4th the Army decamp’d 


«and march’d a full Mile up the Left of the Po, which 


they afterwards pafled in good Order over 2 Bridges, 
and thence catnbed towards Bagnafco, where having 


pafs'd the Sangon, a Camp was form’d. The Nighe 
before 4 Battallions and a Regiment of Dragoons were 
detach’d towards Chieri, to joyna great Number of 
the Militia of the Country and make fome attempt a- 
gainft the Enemy, 

The sth we purfued our Mareh towards Pianezza, 
and on the Way had Intelligence that a great Convoy 
of the Enemies, with a numerous Guard , was coming 
from the Valley of Suzato their Army ; whereupon his 
Royal Highnefs and Prince Eugene made the neceflary 
‘Ditpofitions for attacking it , which was done with fo 
great Vigour, that the Guard was intirely defeated, and 
the Convoy taken , Part excepted which fled to the Ca« 
ftle of Pianezza, into which our Grenadiers entring the 
6th by a Vault, the Enemy beat a Perley, but it was iW 
difficult to ftop the Fury of the Soldiers who had begun am. Ny 
to put to the Sword all they firft met ; yet fome efcap'd, 7 a 
250 were made Prifoners, with 30 Officers , and 2 Stan- i 
dards were taken with the reft of the Convoy, which in ae ie, 
all confifted according to Report,in 1450 Mules or Beafts ” 
of Burthen, loaded with Powder, Meal, Arms ando- 
ther Ammunition ; and the Guard were 1300 Horfe. 

Upon this their Royal and moft Serene Highneffes 
caus’d the whole Army to March to pafs the Doria, and 
went themfelves to thé Caftle of Pianezza till all had 
pafs’d : Which done they form’d the Camp : the Right 
Wing at Pianezza, the Left at the Venerie, where was 
the Head Quarter. Anda Refolution being taken, to 
attack the next Day, with the Divine Afirftance, the 
Enemy in their Intrenchment between the Stura and 
the Doria, the Difpofitions for the Attack were made 
in Prefence of all the Generals, and in Writing. The 
Foot were to be the Vanguard, and without Beat of 
Prum the Grenadiers- were to draw up before the 
Pruffian Troops an Hour before Day, thofe of the firft 
Line commanded by a Collonel, and thofe of the fe- 

d:by a Lieutenant Collonel, fo that by Day-break 
was ready. The Foot were to march in 8 Columns, 
whereof 4 were to form’ the 1{t Line, the other 4 the 
2d: Thofe Columns'mov'd at once, that is to fay Ma- 


jor General Ver Hagheh with his Brigade or Column ie | 
along the Stura, the other 7 on his Right, one by the ee 
Side of the other, obferving that the Field-Pieces di- { 


{tributed among them might move on between the Bat- Nee 
tallions. | 

- In this Order we were to march to the Plain, and to 
make 4 hale when we came withinCannon-fhot ; and the ; 
4 Brigades of the firft Line were to form to the Left, te a 
that the Pruffians might cJofe up ro the Srura, and the 14 

reft extend to the Right as much as poflible; and to i 
make Room for the Cannon, an Interval of between a i 
20 and 30 Paces was to be left between the Batallions. ih 
The 2d Line was to obferve the fame Order, but with ' 
larger Intervals than the firft, chat in Cafe of Diforder 
the Battallions might form themfelves anew behind 
them ; and this Line was to march at the Diftance of 
3 or 400 Paces from the firft, regulating themfelves 

according tothe Motions of the faid firft Line, and ob- ‘| 
ferving that no Soldier fir'd withouc the Officers Or- Wd 
der. And when, by che Divine Affiftance, we fhould 
force the Enemy's Intrenchment, the firft Line was 

to form and poft ic felf, till it fhonld receive Order, ‘hi 
and open for the Horfe, which was to obferve the fame MD 
Direétions as the Foot; with this Differenc ftill, that- 
the firft Line was to form 6 Columns, and the 2d as 
many as they were Brigades ; but with larger Intervals” 
than the Foot, for rhe Reafon above-mentioned. All 
the Huffars were to march in the Van, and a& as they 
fhould be Order'd. The reft of the Artillery was to» 
march behind the Foot ; and all the Baggage to keep 
behind towards the Left Wing, there to wait for Or- * 
ders. 

The 7th theTroops mov'd according to this Difpofiti- ye 
on, expreffing peat and Impatience to Fight ; they 
began to form rhemfclves at Break of Day, and then to ad | 
march ; yet being in an even and {pacious Plain, the ; 
Horfe of the Left Wing of the rft Line was commanded 
to march before the Foot; the reft marched according 
to the Order prefcrib’d. When we came juf within 
Reach of the Enemy's Cannon , the Horfe ftop’d, and 
the Foot form’d into 2 Lines, whence all the Enemy’s 
Camp lay open to View, and then we perceiv'd their 
Intrenchment was greater than we hadimagin’d. 
The Enemy upon Notice of our March, made divers 

Motions to caufe their Troops to advance near to their ht 
Intrenehment. They began to cannonade us furioufly, ny 
and -continu’d it 2 Hours, re we were intire Re, 
form’d, but our 


Grenadiers having taken their Poft, 
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the boos bong drawn into 2 Lines, the Left Wing was 
rtvance lefurely along the Stura, to give 
- ight to form it felf, and to advance to- 
Intrenchment. ‘ 
A.cay advancing in this Order, we began on 
> ang to cannonade the Enemy ; but we were

sea ..onading lafted from half an hour paft 8 ull nears. 
A. .cagth all being ready, and theOrders given for theAt- 


tack, all the Grenadiers of the Imperialifts and Allies, led 
by Collonel Salmut, as alfo, the Pruffian Foot being 
nearer to the Enemy than the Right Wing, attackd 
frit, commanded by the Prince of Anhalt and the Ma- 
jors General Stillen and Haghen, his moft Serene High- 
nefs leading them on ‘ia Perion with extraordinary Bra- 
very and Valour. . Kire was’ vigorous, both -Muf- 

vet and Cartrid:se-fhot ; 
Attack, the "Prince of Wiitemberg and Major Ge- 
neral Zumjungen with their Brigades fell on, as did 
Major General: Khebinder with the Palatines; at. the 
fame a 
sate Count Konigick began on their fide to attack 
with their Brigades. hen the Fue grew general, and 
fierce on both fides,, but the Event dubious ; till at laft 
on the Left, all the Grenadiers with the Pruffian Foor 
and the Brigade of Wirtemberg, confitting of 5 Impe- 
rial Regunents, furmounted the vigorous Refiftance of 
the Enemy, fore’d the Intrenchment, and at the fame 


- Time levell’d it to open the Way for the Horte: But 


not ftopping there, nor forming themfeives, according 
to the Difpofition that had been made ; on the contrary, 
feveral Troopers that had entred precipitately, purfuing 
and pufhing the Enemy, General Ifelbach who was'in 
the 2d Line, and who was to fupport the Brigade of 
Wirtemberg, detach’d from his own Brigade the Regi- 
ment of Staremberg under Collonel Haindi, and caus'd 
him to poft himfelf on the Intrenchment, with Order 
to turn the Enemy’s Cannon againft themielves, and 
not to abandon that. Poft happen what would: This 
was executed very feafonably, for that Regiment, had 
hardly pofted it felf, when the Enemy who fled fac’d 
about, repuls’d part of our Horfe, and penetrated 
through the Pruffian Foot, becaufe the Imperial Foot 
had mov'd to the Right to make an Aperture ;. but the 

Regiment of Staremberg fupported the Pruflians with 
fo great Bravery, that the knemy was forc’d to give 
Ground, and by that Means the faid Pruffians had Time 
to put themfelves in Order agen: In the mean while the 
Horte of the Left Wing advane’d, and all together put 
the Enemy to the Rout a 2d Time. 

At the fame Time Baron Rhebinder had likewife 
fore’d the Intrenchment ; but the Prince of Saxe Gotha 
met greater Obftacles, being oblig’d for an Hour and a 
half co endure a great Fire , becaufe he made his Attack 
by Lucenta, which Poft the Enemy were at Hand to 
defend ; Butnotwithftanding that, his Highnefs ftood 
it with extreme Bravery, and gallantly repuls’d the Ene- 
my’s Horfe, who had made an Opening for themfelves 
on our Lett Wing. In the mean time, the Enemy re- 
inforcing more and more, Bar. Kriechbaum and CountHa- 
rach fupported vigoroutly the Prince of Saxe~Gotha, 
while Baron Welbach with major General Bonneval 
puactually executing their Orders, entred into Adion 
likewife with the Enemy ; and during this Fight near 
Luceata, where was the Head of a Bridge of the Ene- 
my’s, a Caffine was fore’d and a Battallion in it 
Prifoner. Onr Men Jodg’d themfelves in that Caffine, 
aud took Poir on the Right and Left towards the In- 
trenchment, to obferve Lucenta , in Cafe the Enemy 
fhould have caus’d any Troops to advance on the other 
fide of the Doria: But Order was fent at the fame Time 
to the Foot of the Right Wing not toattack Lucenta,that 
our Men might be {par’d, becaufe it was perceiv’d the 
Encmy were betaking themtelves to Flight. 

_ While che Rig§t Wing was hotly engag’d, we con- 
tinud to repulic the Enemy on the fide of the Scura 
wich great Vigour: But the Enemy having rallied by 
forming a Line, having to deal only with our Horfe, 
and having before them along and fpacious Ground, 
we Were obliy’d to wait till our Foot came up with the 
Cannon, and cill thea were conteat only to obferve 
them. But then we renew'd the Charge, and put the 
Enemy agen into tuch Diforder, that though they had 
behind their Line another Intrenchmene with feveral 
Kedoubts, and feveral Caflines well fortify'd, we drove 
them from one to other quite to their Bridge on the 
Po, and all yicided at Difcretion. We beat them like- 
wife out of Lucenta, in which was a great Magazine 
of Meal, Bread, and Bifcuit, and fore’d them to aban- 
don their Bridge on che Doria; but they having fer 
Fire to Lucenta, we found only what remain’d of the 
Provilions unconfum’d, which with what was found 
befides in their Camp, amounted to 3000 Sacks of 
Corn and Meal, and 2000 Sacks of Bifcuit. Thus we 
became Mafters of all the Enemy’s Camp between the 
Stura, the Po and Doria: But it ought not co be omit. 
ted, that before the Enemy were intirely beaten and 
ppt co the Rout, th¢ Garrifon of Turin and theit Horfe

foners among which were § or 6-Generals. Befides, {¢ 
veral Standards, Colours, Kettle-Drums and other Im. 
plements of Wer, were brought. in ; without reckonin 
the Booty we made of a great Quantity of Baggave, and 
the Horfes of 10 or 12 Regiments of Dragoons who had 
alighted and were oblig’d to abandonthem. —~ 
On our fide were loft in the Beginning of the Batrle 
Collonel Hofman, the Prin¢e of Beveren Collone] of 
Wolfembuttel , and Lieutenant -Collonel Neiftein ot 
Wirtemberg. Wounded , Majer General Kriechbaum 
flightly, the Maiors General Stillen and Haghen,- with, 
the Collonels Riedt, Salmut, and another of the Profi. 
ans. Befides thefe, we had many. inferiour,Qficers 
kill’d or wounded, whofe Names or Number we cannot 
yet fpecify. 
This great A&tion lafted till Night, becaufe of the In. 
trenchments, Redoubts, and fortified Caffines, whence we 
were oblig’d to beat the Encimy fucteffively ; whereby 
they gain’d the Night, which was the more favourable 
to them for their Flight, becaufe our Troops for/Wea- 
rynefs had need of Keft. However, we did not neglea 
to fend feweral Detachments in Purfuit of them, refer. 
ring to the next Day the taking of other Mesafures, 
. Asin this Battle, whith was: at firft-no lefs dubious 
than afterwards decifive by a compleat Victory, . His 
Royal Highnefs the Duke of Savoy, to his immortal. 
Glory, did not fpare his Royal Perfon; but exposd 
himfelf in the thickeft Fire, for the Good of the com- 
mon Caufe, and the Welfare of his Dominions; ha- 
ving himfelf led on his Troops, and given neceflary 
Orders every where to the End of the AStion :. So all 
the other Generals, after his Example, as alfo the Off- 
cers and Soldiers, did on this Occafion all that could 
be expected from brave and.fearjefs Warriors ; and 'tis 
ealy to conjecture what Difficulries they had, to fur- 
mount, as well. by the Height of the Intrenchment, as 
becaufe the Foot could not break in, till afer they had 
Jeveli’'d it to open a Way for the Horle. The Ge- 
nerals of Foot did not fignalize their Valour lefs than 
the 3 Generals of Horfe, the Prince of Heffe Darm- 
ftad, the Marquis Vifconti, and the Marquis de Lan- 
gallerie,’as-alfo Major General Count Felz, and all the: 
reft, who befides their ufual Valour fhew’d admirable 
Condu& in this bloody Aétion. 
We cannot undetake to fet forth the Pel which this 
happy Deliverance fpread through the City of Turin, 
which was reduc’d to Extremity ; efpecially when his 
Royal. HighnefS, after the Action, entred it to render 
Thanks to God in the Cathedral of St. John: He was 
welcom’d with a Salvo ofall the Artillery, in which the 
little Powder that was left was {pent; and by this ’tis 
eafy to judge of the Extremity, and of the publick 
Joy. Onthis Occalion fufficient Praife cannot be give 
toCount Daun General of the Artillery , who fuftain’d 
the Siege 3 Months, and defended this Capital with fo 
great Valour and Condu&, repelling to the laft the Af

faults of the Enemy: And ’tis certain that had he been _ 


better provided with Ammunition, the Enemy had ad- 
vanc'd flower, and we might have taken other Mea- 
fures ; but in the Condition things were in, and the 
Garrifon which had perform’d fo many Wonders being 
mightily fatigu’d and diminifh’d, Succour was not to 
deferr’d a Moment. The Arm encamp’d that Night 
on the Field of Battle, the Right Wing towards the old 
Park the Left towards Lucenta. 7
